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CONNIE T. KAYE, a vocalist a<J>at O'Brien^ was interviewed in 
our office on April 19, 1968. 'I'he' irtterview was conducted as a 
result of statements attributed to her in the December 14, 1963, 
issue of the Saturday Evening Post magazine. 

MISS KAYE told us she saw OSWALD in Pat O'Brien's about two or 
three times. He would slip in the back and stand in a corner. 

He never purchased a drink. The times she saw him he was wearing 
a white sport shirt open at the collar . The shirt was somewhat 
solled and he looked very haggard and emaciated. He looked, to 
her, like many of the French Qu^r*0HR M $5S* tltutes. He never 
seemed to be with anyone, however. 


At the time, during her routine MISS KAYE would refer to FIDEL 
CASTRO as “that Bastro". After one performance in which she 
used this gag, she had a run-in with OSWALD at the Boupbpjn_House . 
He, without invitation, interrupted he ^conversation to cas tiaa te 

her for knocking CASTRO. From his looks, she deduced he 

"character" and did not engage him in any debate or conversation. 
As she recalls, this incident happened sometime in Septamhpr . 

.1963.. OSWALD was wearing his usual attire (slacks and white 
sport shirt open at the collar) andThe had what appeared to be a 
couple of days 1 growth of bear d. 

All told, MISS KAYS saw LEE OSV7ALD two or three times at Pat 
O i=rien s and one tim e a t the B ourbo n House. She is sure it was 
j Oswald, but saidEe^a ^thinner than hir'pic tures indicate. 
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
